Stato Board .Investigates 


Tho city having apparently solved 


tho problem of obtaining a sufficient 
•supply of ground water has. however 
soon confronted by the gradually de- 
preciating quality of these supplies 
In 1895 the stale board of health hac 
called attention to the rapid Increase 
of ammonias and Iron In the Cook we!. 
supply. In 1S3S complaints of the cor- 
roslvo action of this water on metals 
ind of lead poisoning due to its ef- 
fect on lead service pipes became pro- 
nounced. The state board of health 
accordingly undertook a special in- 
vestigation. the results of which arc 
described In the 1S9S report of 
this 


board. In a letter dated June 29 -ISS3 
to the I,owcll water board, the slat.. 
authorities advise that the action o. 
lead is due to carbonic acid in th 
water, and that the Cook well water 
contains more of this acid than 
any 


other supply In lhe atale' In a letter 
communication, dated September 
25 


1699, the slate board calls attention. to 
ths fact that, since its first letter 3 
new cases of lead poisoning, many o 
them severe, had been reported 


The letter reads: "Nowhere else Ii

Massachusetts highway commission.
